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The  attention  of  Principals  and  school  authorities  generally  b 
particularly  directed  to  the  fact  that,  while  it  is  customary  for 
pupils  to  complete  the  twenty-one  units  required  for  Normal 
Elntrance  or  Junior  Matriculation  in  .three  years,  there  is  no  reason 
why  pupils  wishing  to  proceed  at  a slower  rate  should  not  do  so. 

GENERAL. 

(1)  There  has  been  prepared  to  accompany  these  Regulations 
A I land-hook  for  Secoiulary  Schools,  Alberta,  containing  details 
of  the  requirements  of  each  unit  of  the  Programme  of  Studies. 
Copies  of  this  Hand-book  for  the  use  of  teachers  will  be  furnished 
free  to  the  Superintendent  or  Secretary  of  any  School  Board,  on 
application  to  the  Department  of  Education.  A charge  of  25c 
per  copy  is  made  to  individuals  requiring  copies  for  their  own  use. 
If  any  differences  are  found  in  the  outlines  of  courses  appearing  in 
the  Hand-book  and  in  the  Regulations,  the  statement  contained  in 
the  Regulations  is  to  be  taken  as  final. 

(2)  The  minimum  requirement  for  Normal  Entrance  or  Junior 
Matriculation  is  credit  in  twenty-one  units  of  work  as  outlined  in 
the  Programme  of  Studies  for  Secondary  Schools.  Candidates 
will  be  required  to  possess  standing  in  each  of  the  twenty-one  pre- 
scribed units  before  securing  diplomas.  That  is,  credit  in  Algebra 
2 will  not  give  credit  in  Algebra  1. 

(Jl)  A course  in  l^hysical  Education  has  been  prepared  and  may 
be  had  on  application  to  the  Department.  Approximately  eighty 
minutes  per  week  should  be  reserved  for  Physical  Education 
throughout  the  four  years. 

(4)  (a)  Students  in  attendance  in  all  public,  separate  and 
private  schools  may  be  recommended  for  credit  by  the  teacher  or 
principal  in  the  following  High  School  subjects:  Literature  1,  Com- 
posltio7h  1,  History  1,  General  Science  1,  Alyehra  1,  Geometry  1, 
I.atin  1,  French  1,  German  1,  Literature  2 and  C omposition  2. 
These  recommendations  shall  be  based  on  the  work  of  the  student 
as  indicated  by  term  tests  and  general  class-room  work,  a pass 
mark  of  50  per  cent,  being  required  in  each  unit.  The  unit  system 
of  promotion  shall  obtain,  i.e.,  students  who  are  not,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  teacher,  entitled  to  credit  in  all  of  these  subjects  which  they 
have  studied,  may  be  recommended  for  credit  in  those  subjects 
which  have  been  satisfactorily  completed. 

(b)  In  order  to  assist  teachers  in  arriving  at  a basis  for  recom- 
mendation, (luestion  papers  in  these  units  will  be  prepared  as  usual 
and  will  be  forwarded  to  all  schools  from  which  applications  have 
been  received,  their  use  being  optional  with  the  principal  or  teacher 
of  the  school.  AVhere  these  Departmental  Examination  question 
papers  are  used  the  examinations  must  be  held  according  to  the 
official  time-table,  and  the  results  obtained  may  be  used  by  the 
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teaclier  with  the  term  tests  for  determining  final  recommendations. 
The  answer  papers  are  NOT  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Department  of 
Education. 

(5)  Students  who  are  preparing  by  private  study  any  of  tire 
subjects  mentioned  in  (4)  (a),  may  qualify  for  credit  by  writing  on 
the  Departmental  Examinations  at  the  time  prescribed  on  the 
official  time-table.  The  answer  papers  of  these  .students  sliall  be 
forwarded  to  the  Department  in  the  usual  way,  accompanied  by  tlie 
prescribed  fees. 

N.B. — Students  preparing  their  work  at  home  or  under  the 
direction  of  teachers,  but  not  in  regular  classes  during  school  hours, 
those  preparing  through  correspondence  courses  or  in  night  schools 
shall  for  the  purposes  of  these  regulations  ba  regarded  as  “private” 
students. 

(6)  (a)  In  the  case  of  the  subjects  of  promotion  by  recom- 
mendation mentioned  in  (4)  (a)  above,  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion requires  that  students  secure  credit  in  the  next  succeeding  unit 
of  the  subject  before  credits  obtained  by  way  of  proniotion  can  be 
counted  towards  either  matriculation  or  entrance  to  Normal  School. 

(b)  Provided  that  students  who  passed  a Departmental  Exam- 
ination in  Algebra  1,  or  Geometry  1,  or  the  first  unit  of  a language 
in  1931  or  prior  thereto,  having  had  their  answer  papers  valued  by 
the  Department,  may  complete  their  standing  for  entrance  to 
Normal  School  without  electing  the  second  unit  in  the  subject  con- 
cerned. 

(7)  The  Department  of  Education  will  forward  to  the  sec- 
retary of  each  school  district  early  in  the  year  a card  on  which  the 
teacher  shall  indicate  the  High  School  subjects  which  are  being 
prepared  at  the  school  and  the  number  of  students  preparing  each 
subject.  This  card  should  be  completed  and  returned  to  the  De- 
partment before  April  1st. 

(8)  The  Department  of  Education  will  also  forward  to  the 
schools  from  which  information  cards  have  been  received,  official 
forms  on  which  the  teacher  shall  record  the  names  and  addresses 
of  students  who  are  recommended  for  credit  and  the  marks  obtained 
on  each  subject  as  finally  determined.  These  i-eports  shall  be  for- 
warded to  the  Registrar,  Department  of  Education,  Edmonton, 
before  July  Gth.  An  official  statement  of  credits  granted  each 
student  will  be  forwarded  by  the  Department  without  charge. 

(9)  (a)  Principals  having  students  with  credit  in  High  School 
courses  secured  under  the  old  curriculum  in  Alberta,  or  who  hold 
credits  obtained  outside  the  Province,  should  secure  from  the 
Department  of  Education  early  in  the  year,  rulings  as  to  the  units 
still  reipiired  to  complete  the  course  for  which  they  are  enrolled. 

(b)  Students  from  other  provinces  presenting  two  full  years  of 
High  School  work  will  be  required  to  pass  in  the  following  units 
for  entrance  to  Normal  School  (2nd  class)  : Literature  3,  Composi- 
tion 3,  History  3,  Geography  1,  Art  1,  Arithmetic  1,  Algebra  2, 
Geometry  2,  Chemistry  1 or  Agriculture  2,  and  any  two  of  the 
following:  Agriculture  1,  Physics  1,  the  second  unit  of  a Language. 
Credit  will  be  granted  in  any  of  these  units  where  e(|ui valent  stand- 
ing is  presented. 
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(10)  I’lio  annual  dopaitinontal  examinations  for  the  suhjh'cts  of 
the  secondary  school  courses  shall  be  lield  between  June  lOtli  and 
June  30th,  upon  such  days  and  at  such  places  as  may  be  determined 
by  the  Minister  of  Education. 

(11)  Every  candidate  who  wishes  to  write  upon  any  Depart- 
mental Examination  shall,  not  later  than  April  I5th^  make  applica- 
tion to  the  Dspartment.  Special  forms  are  furnished  for  this 
purpose,  and  will  be  forwarded  to  Principals  of  Schools  on  re(piest. 

(12)  The  Principal  of  every  school  having  candidates  for  the 
Departmental  Examinations  shall,  between  June  1st  and  15th,  for- 
ward to  the  Department  of  PMucation  a confidential  report  on  each 
candidate,  under  the  following  heads:  length  of  time  preparing  for 
examination,  regularity  of  attendance,  ability,  attitude  towards 
work,  physical  fitness,  relative  standing  in  class.  AVhere  possible, 
percentages  based  on  the  candidate’s  work  during  the  year  should 
be  given.  Special  forms  are  furnished  for  this  purpose. 

(13)  “Supplementary  Reading”  is  to  be  treated  as  a part  of  the 
course  in  Literature.  Eighty  per  cent,  of  the  examination  will  be 
based  on  the  Literature  prescribed  for  intensive  study;  the  remain- 
ing twenty  per  cent,  will  be  given  to  the  Supplementary  Reading. 
It  is  not  the  intention  that  the  material  for  Supplementary  Read- 
ing shall  be  treated  in  an  intensive  way  in  the  class-room.  The 
prescribed  works  are  to  be  read  by  the  students,  themselves,  the 
teacher  being  called  upon  merely  to  give  guidance,  arouse  apprecia- 
tion and  leave  general  impressions  as  to  literary  values. 

(II)  The  correct  spelling  of  all  words  peculiar  to  the-subject- 
matter  of  the  various  courses  should  be  mastered  by  students.  In 
the  Composition  paper,  spelling  and  English  construction  are  re- 
garded as  an  integral  part  of  the  subject,  and  errors  will  be  taken 
into  account  as  each  question  is  being  valued. 

(15)  In  order  to  obtain  credit,  candidates  will  be  required  to 
secure  50  per  cent,  in  each  unit. 

(10)  Candidates  who  fail  on  the  Departmental  Examinations 
shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  within  twenty  days  fixmi  the  time 
the  results  of  the  examinations  are  announced.  Each  appellant 
shall  state  the  answer  pai)ers  he  wishes  to  have  re-examined,  and 
forward  the  fee  prescribed. 

(17)  The  Department  will  recognize  for  credit  the  certificates 
of  the  Principal  Boards  conducting  examinations  in  Music  in  the 
Province.  The  accompanying  table  will  indicate  the  recognition 
granted  the  various  standard  practical  examinations  in  Music. 
Standing  in  both  practical  work  and  theory  is  required. 

Students  who  have  completed  the  practical  work  as  outlined 
on  Page  6 may,  if  they  prefer,  write  Departmental  papers  on 
Theory  in  lieu  of  the  examinations  mentioned  in  the  table. 
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The  miuirements  in  Tiieory  for  the  Departmental  Examinations 
are  outlined  below: 

Music  1. — A knowledge  of  staves,  G and  F clefs,  notes,  dots,  rests, 
leger  lines,  time  signatures,  key  signatures.  Writing  of 
scales,  both  major  and  minor,  in  any  key.  Transposi- 
tion of  short  sentences  to  other  keys  and  from  treble  to 
bass  or  vice  versa.  Completing  bars  with  notes  or  rests 
in  any  kind  of  time.  Discovering  the  time  of  an  unbarred 
passage.  Marks  of  expr*ession.  Technical  names  of  scale 
degrees  (tonic,  supertonic,  etc.)  Common  chords,  inter 
vals  and  their  inversions.  One  question  will  be  given  on 
harmonizing  a'  simple  figured  bass  using  the  pommon 
chord  and  its  inversions. 

Music  2.— -A  knowledge  of  the  C clefs  (alto  and  tenor  only)  by 
transposition  of  sentences  from  base  and  treble  clefs. 
All  major  and  minor  scales.  - The  melodic  and  harmonic 
mode  of  writing  the  chromatic  scale.  Triads,  common 
chords,  and  their  inversions.  The  dominant  seventh 
chord  and  its  inversions  and  resolutions.  Harmonizing 
of  a figured  bass  containing  two  or  three  examples  of 
the  dominant  seventh  and  its  inversions.  Adding  the 
bass,  alto,  and  tenor  parts  to  a simple  melody.  Cadences 
and  simple  sequences. 

Music  3. — More  advanced  questions  based  on  the  outline  in  Theory 
for  Music  2.  Modulation  to  nearly  related  keys.  Har- 
monizing a simple  melody.  Adding  three  upper  parts 
to  a figured  bass.  Diatonic  passing  notes. 

Questions  on  important  facts  in  the  life  and  work  of 
Handel  and  Mozart. 

( IS)  The  following  fees  are  prescribed  in  connection  with 
Departmental  Examinations: 

For  each  unit — $1.00  up  to  a maximum  of  $1.00  for  Examina- 
tions of  the  First  and  Second  Years,  a maximum  of  $0.00  for  the 
Third  Year,  and  a maximum  of  $7.00  for  the  Fourth  Year. 

The  examination  fees  shall  he  paid  to  the  presiding  examiner 
on  the  first  dag  of  the  examination. 

The  Fee  for  appeals  shall  be  $1.00  per  paper.  If  an  appeal 
is  sustained,  the  fee  will  be  refunded. 
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N.B. — All  students,  with  the  exceptions  noted  in  section  6 (b), 
page  4,  qualifying  for  Eln trance  to  Normal  School,  Second  Class 
(Grade  XI),  in  1933  must  hold  credit  in  the  following  subjects  of 
the  Alberta  High  School  course :
